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PREFACE. 



Having for some years past devoted more or less of my 
spare time to the collection of data concerning the Drinker 
Family in America, and being frequently called upon by 
members of the different branches for information regard- 
ing their particular lines of descent, it appeared to me 
advisable that I should collate and preserve by printing, 
for the benefit of all the descendants, such facts as I had 
gathered. This I have done in the following pages. 

I have given such information concerning each member 
as I have been able to obtain ; but it is quite possible that 
much of interest might be added, if accessible, about the 
lives of some concerning whom I have only succeeded in 
ascertaining the dates of birth and death. 

Some of the dates before the year 1752 (the year of the 
change in style) are given as they are found in the records 
of the Society of Friends, leaving it to others to change 
the same to the new style, if desired. 

I have only brought this record down to include the 
eighth generation. Any pei*son interested can readily add 
the ninth and tenth generations in any branch of the 
family.

John Balch, the grandfather of Ruth, came from Som- 
ersetshire, England, with Captain Robert Georges in 1623, 
and died on his plantation in May or June, 1648. He and 
his wife Margery were enrolled among the first members 
of the Salem, Massachusetts, Congregational Church; this 
church was the first fully formed and organized in America. 

Sarah Gardiner, the wife of Benjamin Balch, was the 
aughter of Thomas Gardiner, the first Governor of the 
Cape Ann Colony. ^He died in Salem, Massachusetts, 
December 29, 1674.

10. Joseph Drinker, son of Johu and Riith (Balch) 
Drinker, was a master house-carpenter. He married 7 mo. 
9, 1708, Mary Janney, a daughter of Henry Janney. She 
was horn at Quarry Bank, near the town of Stockport, in 
Cheshire, England. After the decease of her parents, she 
came when yoang to Pennsylvaaia, accompanied by her 
two sisters, Tabitha and Elizabeth, to be under the care of 
her uncle, Thomas Janney, of Bucks County, FennsyWania, 
a noted Quaker preacher. Tahitha married iu 1709 Wil* 
liam Fisher, wIm was mayor of Philadelphia in 1773; aud^V 
Elizabeth married in 1710 Pentecost Teague, from Corn- 
wall, England. The latter hod no children. Pentecost 
Teagae was a member of the Common Council of Phila- 
delphia when first incorporated in 1701, and was also one of 
the two representatives from Philadelphia in the Assembly 
of Pennsylvania. (See Proud's Hist of Penna., Vol. L, pp. 
452-60.) 

Joseph Drinker became a member of the Society of 
Friends, and resided sometime at the southwest corner of 
Walnut and Dock Streets, and afterwards in a two-etory 
brick house on the east side of Second Street, about mid- 
way between Elfreth's Alley and Arch Street, which was 
then the next house above Samuel Miles's. He died August 
17, 1742, leaving a comfortable estate to his wife and chil- 
dren, included in which were these two properties. His 
grandson, Daniel Drinker, lived for many years in the 
house at the southwest corner of Walnut and Dock Streets.

He issued some other pamph- 
lets and wrote several poems, some of which his descendants 
possess in manuscript; and one, entitled ^'The Christian 
Quaker in Abstract ; inscribed to the Virgin Sisters Ee- 
becca Jones and Hannah Cathrall, 3d mo., 1783," was in- 
serted in the Memorials of Rebecca Jones, published in 1849.

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He had been in 1744 apprenticed to George James, and 
afterwards formed a copartnership with his son, Abel 
James, in the shipping and importing business, under the 
firm name of James & Drinker. Their operations before 
the Revolution were quite extensive, they being ranked 
among the principal importers of the time. After the 
dissolution of the partnership, he appears to have been 
engaged in the iron business, owning at one time a large 
portion of the iron-works at Atsion, N.J. 

In 1765, he was one of the Commissioners to pave and 
clean the streets of Philadelphia. In 1777, he was one 
of the seventeen members of the Society of Friends who 
were arrested and transported to Virginia under the pre- 
tence of their being inimical to the American cause, upon 
their refusing to take the test oath and sign a parole bind- 
ing them not to depart from their houses, etc., 'but who 
were discharged after eight months' confinement without 
being brought to trial or even confronted by their accusers. 

On the 20th of January, 1786, he was elected a member 
of the American Philosophical Society, and on the 15th of 
April, 1789, a member of the Common Council of Phila- 
delphia. 

In 1790, he, together with Joseph Smith and others, 
formed a company called the Union Company, and pur- 
chased twenty-four thousand acres of land in Cumberland 
County, New Jersey, — ^ihe tract included the present site of 
Millville. They built a dam and erected mills. In 1795, 
they sold out to Eli Elmer, Joseph Buck, and Robert Miller, 
and Joseph Buck laid out the town of Millville. Union 
Mills and much of this land afterwards became the prop- 
erty of Thomas Stone, and was purchased in 1806 by Key- 
ser and Gorgas. From them it passed into the possession 
of David C. and Richard D. Wood. 

Henry Drinker also made improvements at Stockport, 
Wayne County, and at other places in Pennsylvania. He 
invested the greater portion of his means in wild lands in 
Pennsylvania, and was much interested in opening roads 
and turnpikes through the same. At his decease in 1809 
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he left a large, unimproved, aad for many years unpro- 
ductive, landed estate.
